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Tar and Chip 101 

• A chip seal is a two-step process which includes first an application of asphalt emulsion and 

then a layer of crushed rock to an existing asphalt pavement surface. 



Tar and Chip in Delaware

• The base was stabilized with asphalt or cement and that was topped with a layer or two of 

tar and chip which was referred to a prime and chip since it was not put on an existing 

pavement.
